A featured attraction will 
be the Women’s Brigade for 
Eisenhower and Nixon, car¬ 
rying such entertainment 
personalities as Anita Louise, 
Angela Greene, Marion 
Marsh, Jack Lambert, 
Charles Victor and Don Ken¬ 
nedy. 

The motorcade will stop 
at 9:55 at Oceanview and 
Broadview Aves. in Mont¬ 
rose, where Assemblyman 
Frank Lanterman will be 
introduced along with Hie¬ 
stand and the movie and 
television stars. 

Its next sto«p will be at 
11:05 in Burbank at Eisen¬ 
hower - Nixon Headquarters, 
3609 Magnolia Ave., where 
Assemblyman Bill Marsh 
and the others wil be in¬ 
troduced to the crowd. 

The caravan will then 
continue to the corner of 
Chase St. and Van Nuys 
Blvd., Panorama City, where 
it will stop at 11:55 for in¬ 
troductions of Assembly can¬ 
didate Jacque Boyle and the 
others. 

Final stop will be at 12:30 
p.m. at the Porter Hotel, San 
Fernando, where the cara¬ 
van will be met by J. Leo 
Flynn, chairman of the 21st 
Congressional District Cen¬ 
tral Committee, who is in 
charge of luncheon arrange¬ 
ments at the hotel. 

Plans are under way to 
have the motorcade continue 
from San Fernando into 
Newhall and return through 
Graqada Hills and North- 
ridge during the afternoon.

Many 
were inexperienced, wore 
improper clothing for the 
rugged area, and s everal 
had to be helped from the 
hills themselves. 

They covered the same 
spots over and over again, 
missed some areas complete¬ 
ly and any attempt at 
tracking became useless. 

Late in the afternoon of 
the third - day, they found 
the boy where he had fallen 
wedged upside down be¬ 
tween the rocks in the deep 
canyon below the trail 
(Bailey Canyon). He was 
near starvation, dehydrated 
and his back had been brok¬ 
en, but a spark of life was 
still in him. 

The many men who had 
searched so long quickly 
cleared a place on the moun¬ 
tain top as an emergency 
landing spot for the heli¬ 
copter, then carried the boy 
gently up the hill. He was 
flown to the hospital where 
he began his long months of 
recovery. He survived his or¬ 
deal and is now close to a 
complete return to health. 

It was this disorganized 
search that inspired Fred La 
Lone and Larry Shepard to 
form a trained mountain 
rescue crew, a volunteer 
group of men who knew the 
mountains well, and were 
willing to go, even at their 
own expense, any hour of
